The Indestructible LDMOS FET 
A new Laterally Diffused Metal Oxide 
Semiconductor or LDMOS type Field Effect 
Transistor designated as BLF578XR has been 
developed by NXP Semiconductor. This is for 
use as an RF power amplifier in broadcast and 
industrial applications. The new device is rated 
at 1400 Watts output, 50 Volts DC with a gain of 
23.5 dB and an efficiency of 69%. Even more 
amazing, it is designed to survive a 125 to 1 or 
higher VSWR and as such it is almost 
indestructible. The current price of a single unit 
BLF578XR transistor is 230 Euros or about 300 
US dollars but like most semiconductors, it 
should come down in price over time.
